Towards • Reconciliation between King ABDCIXAH 
end the Followers In Bgppt of Had Amin el HU8SSXBX. 



While la QAIRO nsabers of the JORDAN 
delegation to the. meeting of the Arab League 
established personal.. contaot with oertain of the 
fSUgwepe of Kaj Amin el BtJSSBETI, the ox-Uufti of 
JBWWtf,iai. Samir Pasha UFA' I, JOBS** Prlno Minister 
and leader of the delegation, forbad dlroot contact 
with HaJ Amin himself lest the latter should exploit 
sttoh a meeting in order to re-ostablish his prestige* 

2* Ahmed Pasha KZLHX, Prime Ulnistor of the 
"QA2A Government", end Abdullah el TKL, ex-Ullltarjr 
Governor of JBKU&iLSU, both asked the JORDAW dologates 
to Intercede with King ABDULLnH so thot they might be 
ullowod to rotum to JORDAH. Ie~tu>q &ARWI8H, and 
others of the ex-Mufti'e entourage whoso nemos are not 
known to source, followed salt. All complained of 
thoir inoonaldorato treatment by HaJ Amin. 

3* The JORDAH delegation returned to AMMAfl on 3rd 
Pebruary and dined that night with King ABDOLLnH. 

During dinner the delegates - exoluding 8amlr Pasha - 
raised with the King the quoetlon of the ex-Mofti's 
supporters returning to JORBaB. The King woloomod the 
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Idea and said that he would he prepared to pardon 
Abdullah el TKL If the latter repudiated hie ortieles 
in the Bgyptlan Press* Here 8amir suggested that 
this matter eould best be dealt with on TKL' s return 
to aMMaH; the King agreed and told 8amir to give TIL 
an important position in the Government. 

U. The King went on to say that he would , 
welooae in JOBlttK not only lima Pasha and any others 
who wanted to cone, but even Huj «min hlmsolf; be 
oould not understand why the latter oontlnued to 
evinoe suoh hatred for JORXtaS, and said that he would 
not hesitate to embraoe the ex-Uuftl should he meet him 
face-to-feoe. 

5* The delegates afterwards agreed to form a 
corani ttoe which would oontaot niUtl, TSL, and any 
others who wished to return* 
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
